Students  Helping  Students  Peer  Mentoring  Program  is  a  federally  funded  program  designed  to 
assist  freshman  students  adjust  to  college  life  by  providing  guidance  and  enrichment  activities 
with  a  peer  mentor.  Mentors  and  proteges  are  required  to  spend  two  hours  a  week  interacting. 
Also,  they  are  expected  to  participate  in  scheduled  team  building  activities  and  workshops 
designed  to  enhance  their  relationship. 

To  become  a  peer  mentor  applicants  must  have  a  minimum  B-  cumulative  grade  point  average, 
be  a  sophomore  (45  credit  minimum),  junior  or  senior.  They  must  exemplify  outstanding  moral 
and  leadership  character,  exhibit  knowledge  of  campus  and  community  resources,  excellent  oral 
and  written  communication  skills,  and  provide  two  recommendations  from  faculty,  staff,  or  a 
community  leader  for  interview  consideration.  Applications  are  taken  year  round;  however, 
mentoring  services  begin  in  the  fall  and  continue  into  the  spring  term.

Greek  Letter  sororities  and  fraternities:  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  Sorority,  Alpha  Phi  Alpha  Fraternity, 
Delta  Sigma  Theta  Sorority,  Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sorority,  Iota  Phi  Theta  Fraternity,  Kappa  Alpha  Psi 
Fraternity,  Sigma  Gamma  Rho  Sorority,  Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity,  and  Omega  Psi  Phi  Fraternity 
Formed  in  1930  at  Howard  University,  the  stated  purpose  of  the  organization  was  "unanimity  of 
thought  and  action  as  far  as  possible  in  the  conduct  of  Greek  letter  collegiate  fraternities  and 
sororities,  and  to  consider  problems  of  mutual  interest  to  its  member  organizations."  Each  of  these 
organizations  evolved  at  a  time  when  African  Americans  were  denied  essential  rights  and  services 
afforded  to  others.  These  organizations  were  designed  to  foster  a  growth  of  brotherhood  and 
sisterhood  and  to  serve  as  conduits  by  which  action  plans  could  be  formulated.  Presently,  there  are 
approximately  1.5  million  members  of  undergraduate  and  graduate  chapters  served  by  NPHC 
making  it  one  of  the  largest  Black  international  organizations  in  the  world.

Alpha  Phi  Alpha  Fraternity,  Inc.  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  collegiate  Black  Greek 
letter  organization  have  being  created  out  of  the  desire  of  seven  young  men  at  Cornell 
University  to  promote  the  welfare  of  each  other  and  to  inspire  each  other  in  the  pursuit  of 
academic  excellence  and  achievement.  This  was  no  small  accomplishment  in  1906  when  the 
United  States  was  in  the  midst  of  racial  discrimination;  however,  these  brave  young  men  met  at 
night  to  deliberate  their  future...  the  future  of  young  Black  men  of  generations  to  come. 

Out  of  their  meetings  Alpha  Phi  alpha  Fraternity  emerged.  The 
seven  founding  Brothers  ideals  were  best  conceived  this  eternal 
concept  "Manly  deeds,  scholarship  and  love  for  all  mankind."  As  the 
fraternity  grew  to  become  the  most  influential  Black  Greek  letter 
organization  on  college  campuses  throughout  the  United  States  its 
presence  even  grew  abroad.  Today  Alpha  men  are  identified  as 
leaders  in  education,  religion,  business,  sports,  and  entertainment; 
furthermore,  they  can  be  found  in  nearly  major  city  and  countries. 

Delta  Psi  Chapter  has  its  birth  on  the  campus  of  Florida 
Memorial  College  in  1954  when  an  Alpha  among  Alphas,  Dr.  Royal 
W.  Puryear,  then  President  of  the  College,  decided  it  was  time  for 
Alpha  Phi  Alpha  Fraternity,  Inc.  to  illuminate  the  lives  of  the  young 
Black  men  who  possessed  high  scholarship  and  who  exemplified  the 
finer  qualities  of  manhood  and  leadership  abilities. 

Dr.  Puryear  inspired  the  following  seven  young  men:  Milton  B. 
Stewart.  Willie  Fisher,  James  Day,  Joseph  W.  Selmore,  Henry  A. 
James,  Joseph  Dean  and  James  Thomas  to  become  the  founding 
Brothers  of  Delta  Psi  Chapter.  It  is  no  coincidence  that  Delta  Psi 
would  become  the  leading  fraternity  on  FMC  campus  since  there

Delta  Sigma  Theta  Sorority,  Inc.  was  founded  on  January  13th,  1913  by  22  women  at  Howard 
Univeristy  in  Washington,  D.C.   Their  purpose  is  to  utilize  the  collective  strength  of  college 
women  to  promote  academic  excellence,  community  service  and  cultural  enrichment.   The 
founders  envisioned  an  organization  that  would  permit  them  to  use  their  collective  strength  to 
promote  a  high  level  of  scholarship  and  provide  assistance  to  those  less  fortunate.   There  are 
chapters  in  the  United  States,  Germany,  Haiti,  Liberia,  the  Far  East  and  West  Africa.   Programs 
include  Community  Life  center  and  mentor/tutorial  programs.   Famous  Delta  women  include: 
Dr.  Mary  McLeod  Bethune  -  founder  of  the  National  Council  of  Negro  Women,  Shirley 
Chisholm  -  first  Black  woman  elected  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  Carol  Moseley-Braun  - 
congresswoman,  Lena  Home  -  entertainer,  Johnetta  B.  Cole  -  president  of  Spelman  College, 
Dr.  Betty  Shabazz  -  educator,  Ruby  Dee  -  poet  &  actress,  Nikki  Giovanni  -  poet.

Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sorority  was  founded  on  the  simple  belief  that  sorority  elitism  and  socializing 
should  not  overshadow  the  real  mission  for  progressive  organizations  -  to  address  societal 
mores,  ills,  prejudices,  poverty,  and  health  concerns  of  the  day.  Founded  January  16,  1920, 
Zeta  began  as  an  idea  conceived  by  five  coeds  at  Howard  University  in  Washington  D.C.: 
Arizona  Cleaver,  Myrtle  Tyler,  Viola  Tyler,  Fannie  Pettie  and  Pearl  Neal.  These  five  women, 
also  known  as  our  Five  Pearls,  dared  to  depart  from  the  traditional  coalitions  for  black 
women  and  sought  to  establish  a  new  organization  predicated  on  the  precepts  of 
Scholarship,  Service,  Sisterly  Love  and  Finer  Womanhood.  It  was  the  ideal  of  the  Founders 
that  the  Sorority  would  reach  college  women  in  all  parts  of  the  country  who  were  sorority 
minded  and  desired  to  follow  the  founding  principles  of  the  organization.  Since  its 
inception,  the  Sorority  has  chronicled  a  number  of  firsts.  Zeta  Phi  Beta  was  the  first  Greek- 
letter  organization  to  charter  a  chapter  in  Africa  (1948);  to  form  adult  and  youth  auxiliary 
groups;  to  centralize  its  operations  in  a  national  headquarters;  and  to  be  constitutionally 
bound  to  a  fraternity,  Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity,  Incorporated.

On  September  19,1963,  at  Morgan  State  College  (now  Morgan  State  University),  12 
undergraduate  men, Charles  Briscoe,  Charles  Brown,  Frank  Coakley,  Elias  Dorsey,  Jr.; 
Charles  Gregory,  Albert  Hicks,  Louis  Hudnell,  Webster  Lewis,  John  Slade,  Lonnie  Spruill, 
Micheal  Williams,  &  Baron  Willis  formed  what  is  now  the  fifth  largest  predominately 
African  American  Fraternity  in  the  United  States:  Iota  Phi  Lheta  Fraternity,  Inc.  Our 
founders  were  unique  because  they  were  non-traditional  students  and  3-5  years  older  than 
the  average  college  student.

THE  BIRTH  OF  OMEGA 

On  Friday  evening,  November  17,  1911,  three  Howard  University  undergraduate  students, 
with  the  assistance  of  their  faculty  adviser,  gave  birth  to  the  Omega  Psi  Phi  Fraternity.  This 
event  occurred  in  the  office  of  biology  Professor  Ernest  E.  Just,  the  faculty  adviser,  in  the 
Science  Hall  (now  known  as  Thirkield  Hall).  The  three  liberal  arts  students  were  Edgar  A. 
Love,  Oscar  J.  Cooper  and  Frank  Coleman. 

From  the  initials  of  the  Greek  phrase  meaning  "friendship  is  essential  to  the  soul,"  the  name 
Omega  Psi  Phi  was  derived.  The  phrase  was  selected  as  the  motto.  Manhood,  scholarship, 
perseverance  and  uplift  were  adopted  as  cardinal  principles.

Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity,  Inc.  was  founded  at  Howard  University  in  Washington,  D.C.  on  January 
9,  1914  by  three  young  black  male  students.  The  founders  Honorable.  A.  Langston  Taylor, 
Honorable  Teonard  F  Morse  and  Honorable  Charles  I.  Brown  wanted  to  organize  a  Greek-letter 
fraternity  that  would  truly  exemplify  the  high  ideals  of  brotherhood,  scholarship  and  service.  The 
founders  deeply  wished  to  create  an  organization  that  viewed  itself  as  "a  part  of  the  general 
community.  They  believed  that  each  potential  member  should  be  judged  on  his  own  merits  rather 
than  his  family  background  or  affluence,  without  regard  of  race,  nationality,  color,  skin  tone  or 
texture  of  hair.  They  wanted  their  fraternity  to  exist  as  a  part  of  an  even  grater  brotherhood- 
sisterhood  which  would  be  devoted  to  the  "inclusive  we"  rather  than  the  "exclusive  we."

Public  service,  leadership  development, 
and  education  of  youth  are  the  hallmark  of  the  organization's  programs  and  activities.  Sigma  Gamma 
Rho  addresses  concerns  that  impact  society  educationally,  civically,  and  economically.
